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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 28 is objected to because of the following informalities: in line 10, "said 
third layer having" should be deleted, and - -and- - inserted. As claimed, the claim 
requires that the third layer includes a fourth layer higher in In content than the third 
layer. In other words, the third layer has a higher In content than the third layer. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 - 27 and 29 - 31 are allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art does not teach, alone or in combination, a nitride semiconductor 
light emitting element or method of making a nitride semiconductor light emitting 
element including a lower guide layer having a first and "second layer higher in In 
content than said first layer, successively stacked from the active layer side. The prior 
art does not teach a method of making an element "having a fourth layer higher in In 
content than said third layer". The prior art does not teach a method of making an 
element with said fifth layer being higher in In content than said first layer. The prior art 
does not teach a method of making an element having "a second layer higher in In 
content than said first layer".
